NEW YORK it?)—Customs agents 
revealed today they had raided the 
pent house of wealthy Mrs. James 
C. Ayer last night and seized jew- 
elry, gowns and other merchandise 
valued at $30,000. Mrs. Ayer was 
not arrested. 

The agents said the Ayer case was 
“bigger” than the Lauer case in 
which Mrs. Edgar J. Lauer, the wife 
of a state supreme court justice is 
serfing a three months sentence for 
smuggling. 

Mrs. Ayer is the widow of Dr. J. 
Cc. Ayer, surgeon and painter and 
heir to an American woolen com- 
pany fortune who died March 20. 

The warrant obtained by the 
agents alleged that Mrs. Ayer had 
brought in the goods on trips from 
Europe to New York on the Europa 
in September, 1935, on the Bremen 
in September, 1938.

WATER FUTURE 
UNCERTAIN 


Extra Allotment For 
Irrigation District 
Cut In Half This Year 


“Yes and no” was the answer of 
Fred N. Hosking, engineer-manager 
of El Dorado Irrigation iDstrict, on 
Friday morning when asked about 
the matter of adequate water for 
the coming irrigation season. 

The district, in addition to serv- 
ing the surrounding rural area with 
irrigation and domestic water, also 


supplies water for the city of Pla-| 


cerville. 

Hosking said that the district has 
been able to obtain from the Pacif- 
ic Gas & Electric Company for sev- 
eral years past 400 inches of water 
in addition to its regular allotment. 

However, owing to the lack of pre- 
cipitation during the past winter, 
the extra allotment for this year is 
200 inches, only half of that which 
has been obtained in previous years 


On the question concerning the | 


adequacy of water to serve the dis- 
trict needs for the coming season, 
Mr. Hosking answered to this ef- 
fect: 

If we have a short crop, we wil) 
be all right. If we have a heavy 
crop, we will have to see about it.

In Coal Mines 


Labor Struggle May 
Prove Most Bitter 
In Modern Times 


NEW YORK, ‘\P'—A nation-wide 
soft coal strike began today while 
the federal government struggled 
against tremendous obstacles to 
prevent it developing into one of the 
biggest and most bitter labor strug- 
gles of recent times. 

William R. Steelman, head of the 
department of labor conciliation 
service, the government’s represent- 
ative at the Appalachian contract 
negotiations, was pleading with 
management and labor to keep ne- 
gotiating. thousands of miners were 
going on strike in Illinois, Kentucky, 
Washington, Montana, Wyomime. 
Kansas. Virginia, Colorado, New 
Mexico, and Indiana. A nation-wide 
soft coal tie-up was expected to be 
completely effective by tomorrow 
; night. 

The coal shortage 
more acute, threatening industry. 
the essential services of cities, and 
the employment of thousands in 
businesss Which cannot operate 
without coal. Government officials 
estimated that there were 26,000,000 
tons of mined soft coal in the hands 
of industry, railroads. and public 
utilities—enough for only 26 days 
more.

SENTENCED TO DEATH 


Execution Made Mandatory By Jury Finding 
Of Sanity Late Thursday; Judge Dal M. Lemmon 
Will Pass Sentence Next Tuesday 


SACRAMENTO—Lloyd W. Smith, 
62-year-old handyman, was sane the 


morning of March 8 when he beat 
his employer, Grover Russi, Free- 


of stove wood, a superior court jury | 
decided late Thursday. 


The jury which ruled on Smith’s 
sanity was the same one which 
Wednesday convicted him of first 
degree murder. 

The twin verdicts mean that 
Smith will be sent to the lethal gas 
chamber when he is sentenced on 
Tuesday by Superior Judge Dal M. 
Lemmon. 


After listening to the testimony 
of two alienists appointed by the

court to examine Smith, the jury 
filed out to begin its deliberations 
but returned in about 20 minutes. 
Foreman John K. Reese, addressing 
the court, said. 

“Your honor, the jurors say that 
if they had known yesterday what 
they know today, they would have 
returned a different verdict yester- 
Gay.” 

Judge Lemmon instructed the 
jurors that they could legally con- 
sider only the issue of whether 
sane or insane at 
the time of the murder. 

Alienists who testified were Dr. 
Margaret Smythe. superintendent of 
Stockton state hospital; and Dr. B. 
F. Howard, of Sacramento.

NAZI DEMANDS ON POLES 


REJECTED IN SPEECH 
BY FOREIGN MINISTER 


WARSAW, POLAND (UP) — Po- 
land today rejected Adolf Hitler’s 
“one-sided’"’ demands for return of 
Danzig to the Reich and a Nazi 
highway across the polish corridor. 
but offered to enter into peaceful 
negotiations for a solution of their 
quarrel. 


Foreign Minister Josef Beck re- 
plied to Hitler in a speech to a 
crowded, cheering parliament ,which 
took the 
first step toward conferring dicta- 
torial powers on President Ignacy 
Moscicki for duration of the emer- 
gency. The emergency decrees were 
submitted to a committee for ap- 
proval upon other of parliament. 


3,000 REPORTED READ 
AS JAPS BOMB 
CHINA CAPITAL 


CHUNKING (lW)—Thirty-two Jap- 
anese airplanes bombed the business 
and residential district of this third 
emergency capital of nationalist 
China today. Foreigners, including 
many Americans, were endangered. 

An estimated 3000 Chinese were 
killed or wounded. Foreign schools, 
missions and consulates were blast- 
ed and set fire. Dead and dying 
littered the streets and thousands 
fled the city ahead of the resultant 
fires which were fanned by a high 
wind. 

Bombs struck the British and 
French consulates. The Canadian 
Friends mission and school were 
burned. A hotel in which the North 
American Aviation had offices and 
in which many foreign pilots lived, 
was destroyed.

Budget As Assembly 
Airs Yorty Proposal 


SACRAMENTO, (lP—A partisan 
| fight over economies in Gov. Cul- 
| bert Olson’s budget broke out in the 
Senate today while the Assembly 
was embroiled in argument over 
compulsory Flag salutes, licenses for 
liquor drinkers, wages and hours 
legislation and a shortage in unem- 
ployment relief funds. 

Amendments restoring $81,000,000 
to Olson's $557,000,000 budget were

‘recommended by the administra- 


tion-controlled senate finance com- 
mittee. The amendments come up 
on second reading file, with Repub- 
licans certain to reject them de- 
spite a motion by democratic floor 
leader R. W. Kenny of Los Ange- 
les to delay debate until Monday 
afternoon. 

Other major legislative develop- 
ments included: 

1. A special order of business was 
set for 2:30 p. m. on a bill by Assem- 
blyman Sam Yorty, D., Los Angeles, 
providing for state minimum wages 
of 35 cents per hour and a maxi- 
mum work week of 44 hours for in- 
dustry not covered by the federal 
fair labor standards act. 

2. Reconsideration of a 43 to 33 
|assembly vote favoring compulsory 
flag salutes for school children. The 
matter may be taken up again to- 
day. 

3. Resumption of argument on a 
bill by Lee T. Bashore, to require 
25-cent drinking permits for all 
who purchase liquor. Strenuous op- 
position caused Cecil King, D., Los 
Angeles, to prepare amendments to 
remove the 25-cent charge and pro- 
vide permits for persons when they 
become 21 years of age as a safe- 
guard against sale of liquor to mi- 
nors. 

4. Administration assembly lead- 
ers announced Monday had been

Body Of U. S. Witness 


Against Pendergast 
Found On Friday 


KANSAS CITY, ‘\P—The body of 
Edward L. Schneider, missing busi- 
ness associate of Thomas J. Pen- 
dergast, the indicted Kansas City 
political boss, was found in the Mis- 
souri River today. 

Schneider disappeared Monday, 
when his automobile, with two sui- 
cide notes in it, was found on @ 
bridge over the Missouri river. 

The body was clothed in a grey 
pin-striped suit such as Schneider 
wore when he left home Monday. It 
was covered with mud but police 
said there was no doubt it was that 
of Schneider. 

The discovery ended the nation- 
wide search the federal bureau of 
investigation had been making for 
Schneider. He was an important 
witness against Pendergast and M. 
M. Mulligan, U. S. district attorney, 
had expressed disbelief in his sui- 
cide.

How Speech 
Develops 


In Child 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


ACCORDING to the scientific 
studies of spoken language develop- 
ment in children, we may safely 
state the following: 

The first utterances by the infant 
are vowels of some sort. M is the 
first consonant used. By the age of 
six months all the consonants have 
been used spontaneously by the baby. 
Then comes the babbling stages be- 
tween six and ten months when the 
youngster uses sounds which have 
the form of words but without mean- 
ing. 

Long before the child can use 
real words, and long thereafter, he 
responds to many words used by 
others. 

In the average baby the first 
meaningful word appears between 
the eighth and seventeenth month. 
During the first year he acquires 
three words. He adds about 270 
words the second year. From then 
on to the fourth year he adds about 
600 new words annually. Then he 
slows up to 500 a year to the age of 
six, and has a total of about 2,500 
words as he enters the first grade 
at school. His vocabulary continues 
to increase during later childhood 
and adolescence. He has about 
15,000 words when a senior in high 

school.
